The two leaders were back In 
Washington today after a series 
of talks on world problems. 
The two national chieftains left

burg, Pa., early this morning by 
automobile on the drive of about 
80 miles. 
They had

Monday to hold their discussions 
in seclusion on the 190-acre Eisen-

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DEAR MARY HAWORTH: 
We 
are in middling circumstances but 
my husband—I’ll call him Jack— 
is becoming a miser 
with 
me. 
Wher we were farming, he used 
to give me a dollar 
when 
we 
came to town. But we have been 
living in town 
for 
some 
years 
now, and when I am going to the 
shopping center and will need mon­ 
ey, he hands me 25 cents. 
If he didn’t spend as he pleases, 
it wouldn’t hurt so much. He isn’t 
a drinker, but he spends 15 cents a 


day, five days a week, in a bev­ 
erage room. Also if he wants any 
new patent medicine he promptly 
buys it; or anything else he fan­ 
cies. Yet at times when I’ve need­ 
ed medical attention, he has said: 
“Keep away from those doctors or 
we will have a large bill to pay.” 
He gives me a very small gro­ 
cery allowance, which I can hard­ 
ly make do; but I manage by shop­ 
ping carefully, buying only neces­ 
sities. Once I had a few cents left 
over, after the baker had gone— 


and my husband put them in his 
pocket. 
Friends and 
relatives 
furnish 
all my clothes, second hand; and 
Jack always seems pleased when 
I get them. But he never buys me 
so much as a pair of hose or a 
blouse, for birthdays or Christmas. 
I can’t go for a soda when I see 
my friends, for I don’t have the 
price in my purse. I don’t skate, 
bowl or belong to any clubs. 
We go on a short holiday every 
summer, and Jack will have as 
much as $300 in his pocket and 
quite often treats his friends—but 
never once have I had a cent. Life 
is very dreary at times and I’ve 
prayed he might change. 
Jack has many selfish habits, too 
numerous to list here; but if only 
he would give me a small allow­ 
ance, I would feel I am his wife. 
I don’t object to saving, or to get­ 
ting along on less than my friends. 
But it does hurt terribly when I 


haven’t a cent, and he always has 
money to spend—and never says 
what he spends it on. 
G. N. 
DEAR G. N.: Looking on the 
brighter side of the picture, it Is 
fortunate that you live in*a town— 
a circumstance that makes it pos­ 
sible for you to earn some money 
of your own. This is the positive, 
constructive, really feasible treat­ 
ment of the difficulty. 
Your husband’s mean minded at­ 
titude about money, especially as 
regards his teammate obligations 
to you, is a neurotic—or mentally 
unhealthy—trait. And as you see, it 
is getting worse, gaining a tighter 
hold on him, as he grows older— 
which is the routine 
pattern 
of 
neurotic character, if it isn’t tak­ 
en in hand and mended, not later 
than middle age. 
As a rule, unreasonably selfish 
persons don’t change for the bet­ 
ter as they get older. Rather their 


customary bad habits tend to be­ 
come more pronounced, and hard­ 
er to live with. Thus their inti­ 
mates are 
confronted 
with 
the! 
growing question of how to defend, I 
or how to help themselves. 
In your case, in 
dealing 
with 
Jack, it is a poor investment of 
your vital energies—a m atter ofj 
wearing yourself out, for diminish- * 
ing returns—to try to w ring a face- 
saving small allowance from him. I 
It would be easier, and more re­ 
warding financially, to go into bus-1 
iness as a neighborhood baby-sit­ 
ter, available mornings, afternoons 
or evenings, to give young mothers 
“time o ff’ for other things they 
wish (or need) to do. 
There is a large probability, of 
course, that if you become a piece 
of meal wage earner, Jack will try 
to turn it to his advantage—by cut­ 
ting down on the grocery money, 


or putting a squeeze on you in oth­ 
er ways. 
As for what to do about that, I 
can only advise you to be prepared 
in 
advance, 
psychologically, 
to 
cope with this further stroke of un­ 
fairness. Don’t let it break your 
spirit, or reduce you to martyred 
resignation. Just keep on devising 
marketable uses of your time— 
maybe by clerking in the shopping 
center, etc.—and let 
Jack 
know 
that his unjustified stinginess 
is 
the cause of your doing so. 
If he disapproves, don’t you give 
up or apologize, inasmuch as it 
doesn’t make sense to be living 
like a pauper, under his thumb.

3 Christmas Classic 


(Clark Kinnaird, author, editor, historian ani literary critic, 
tells the story of classic Christmas books in a series written 
especially for Central Fress Association and this newspaper.)

OBERT Louis Stevenson, 
in 1881, was hack in 
Scotland from California, suf­ 
fering from the disease that 
was to kill him: tuberculosis. 
His income from his pen 
had fallen so low that his 
stepson, Lloyd Osbourne, had 
to be taken out of school. 
The boy's education didn’t 
suffer too much then, for he 
spent more time with one of 
the most charming story-tel­ 
lers the world has ever had. 
Stevenson relished the boy's 
companionship. 
Lloyd had two instructive 
hobbies, printing and paint­ 
ing; the walls of his den 
were covered with examples 
of his work. Stevenson want­ 
ed to place a picture of his 
own in Lloyd's collection, and 
labored over a map of a 
place he had seen only in his 
mind’s eye—a tropical hide­ 
away with 
inviting coves, 
waving 
palms 
and 
such 
swash-buckling designations 
as Spyglass? hill. 
It looked 
like a story-book isle; and 
that is what it became, under 
Lloyd's prodding 
Lloyd was at the age when 
women or girls are not al­ 
luring, and he insisted that 
it be an adventurous tale 
without any women in it. Ste- 
venson obligingly decided it 
would be about pirates. 
“I am one of the few peo­ 
ple in the world who do not 
forget their own lives,” he 
once said. He put into the 
yarn he began writing in 
September 1880, the story 
elements he knew he liked 
as a boy. Every evening he 
read the day’s writing aloud 
in his home, and found he 
held the interest of not one, 
but two boys—the other be­ 
ing his father. 
"If this don't fetch the 
kids, why, they have gone 
rotten since my day," Steven­ 
son wrote to a friend, with 
a request for a large, sound 
book on pirates upon which 
he could draw for more back­ 
ground information for his 
expanding tale. 
Stevenson entitled the re­ 
sult The Rea-Cook, and sent 
It off under a pseudonym. 
Captain George North, to 
Young 
Folks, 
an 
English 
boys* 
weekly. 
Stevenson 
signed the nom-de*plume to 
Treasure Island as profes­ 
sional caution—he thought it 
could be bad for his general 
reputation as a serious writ­ 
er for him to be tabbed as 
the author of blood-and-thun- 
der for a children’s paper. 
The editor bought the story 
at regular space rates, some­ 
thing over $100, and changed 
the name to Treasure Island. 
Next spring, book publica­ 
tion brought the author a 
quick $500 more, the largest 
sum any work of his had

ever earned—"a sight more 
than it is worth.” Stevenson 
opined st the time. It was 
his first full length book in 
print. 
He was not prepared for 
the reaction of adult readers, 
It is related by Joseph C. 
Furnas in the best biography 
of 
Stevenson, 
Voyage 
to 
Windward (Morrow>. On# of 
the most popular contempor­ 
ary authors of children's sto­ 
ries, Andrew' Lang, declared 
that as romance, Treasure Is­ 
land stood only below the 
Odyssey and Tom Sawyer. 
Other critics wsre as enthusi­ 
astic. The prime miniater, Mr. 
Gladstone, sat up all night 
to finish it; he recommended 
the book to his distinguished 
visitors. William Butler Yeata 
wrote that Treasure Island 
was the only book that his 
sea-faring father had ever 
found any satisfaction 
in 
reading. Yeata, Sr. even read 
it "upon his deathbed with 
ast isf action.” 
Treasure Island la one of 
the rare instances of a story 
written for children being 
taken to heart by adults; it 
is usually the other way 
around. The tale of how a 
dying pirate in a lonely inn 
started Jim Hawkins on a 
quest for buried gold has no 
equal in adventure stories for 
young people—and the young 
in heart of all ages. It gave 
Stevenson the vital encour­ 
agement he needed and per­ 
haps prolonged hit life. It 
was followed by Prince Otto, 
Kidnapped, The Strange Case 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, 
and other stories for which 
he also is remembered.

Assemble your men — 
take a whole cohort if it needs 
that! Put the blade to every one 
of them in that wormy city and 
Id furlongs around! Don’t stand 
, there like an ox! Begone!”

Herod, the ulcers

12,000 Jews, and the asaassination 
of Julius Caesar made Mark An­ 
tony ruler of the East, a woman 
tried to wreck Herod’s newly-be­ 
stowed kingdom.

“Oh Mariamne, my only love. . .

HEROD TURNED on his side, 
his features taut with sickness and 
the anxiety and erosion of 69 years. 
He bellowed to a porter for ewe’s 
milk and gulped it down, gasping. 
* Once, he had been a man of 
strength and intellect, a sturdy 
general, a flawless marksman, a 
hunter who caught 40 beasts In 
one day, but now dropsy, ulcers, 
fever, convulsions — and grief — 
wasted him. 
Even after killing his and Mari* 
amne’s sons, he had fought to se­ 
cure his power, courting public fa­ 
vor by starting a new Jewish tem ­ 
ple, the most imposing ever, 
its 
white marble gleaming with pre­ 
cious stones on Mount Zion. 
But the golden Roman eagles 
he had put on the east temple 
gates were torn down by 40 pious

today as other likely aftermaths 
of the Suez Canal mess. 
Uncle Sam may be asked to help 
out with tax incentives and other 
forms of aid. 
Many of the world’s existing 
shipyards will be busy for the next 
five years on orders booked some 
time back. And when some of the 
giant new tankers go into service 
they will find both the Suez and 
lf Panama canals and also a number 
of the world’s ports too shallow for 
them when loaded.

brought 
oil 
rationing 
to 
Europe and another financial cri­ 
sis to England. It has also seen a 
12-week climb tn rates in the ship­ 
ping charter market and in some 
instances has doubled the price of 
used vessels.

up World War II ships. 
Shipping space, already tight as 
the United States was in the midst 
of a record in and out flow of 
imports and exports, has been at 
a premium since the trouble with 
Nasser started. 
The National Petroleum Coun­ 
cil, helping the U. S. interior de­ 
partment plan the oil lift to Eu­ 
rope, reports that shipyards open 
£ to the western world are building 
or have signed contracts for 314 
vessels of 25,352,200 deadweight 
tons. The west’s present tanker 
fleet consists of 2,506 vesses of 
42,195.426 
deadweight 
tons. 
The 
council reports present plans call 
for increasing the fleet by 29 mil­ 
lion tons in the next five years. 
Oilmen say the existing ship­ 
yards can’t carry out the stepped 
up program and must build more 
J capacity. 
The yards say one of their bot­ 
tlenecks is the tight supply of 
steel plate.

ways. Ask the people in the license 
bureau of any state. 
Etch year ibout this time, 
when states are getting ready to 
issue new license plates, 
thou­ 


sands of motorists start jockey­ 
ing for special tags for their 
cars. 
Politicians particularly like to 
get low-numbered plates. In fact, 
the state senators of one eastern 
state a few years ago refused to 
confirm a nominee for the job of 
state licensing commissioner un­ 
less he assured them 
that 
they 
w’ould have control of plates in 
their counties numbered I to 9. 
The three commissioners 
who 
administer the District of Colum­ 
bia automatic! Ily get license num­ 
bers I, 2 and 3. And when a new- 
political party takes over control 
of the Federal government, there 
is a wholesale switching of license 
plates in Washington, D. C. 


BUT POLITICIANS aren’t the 


only ones who like to get distinc­ 
tive license plates. Take, for exam­ 
ple, the photographer who insist­ 
ed that his plate suggest his profes­ 
sion: he wanted—and is willing to 
pay a premium for — plates that 
have on them only the four letters 
HYPO. 
Maybe there will be a day when 
highway heraldry will die out, for 
state licensing commissioners this 
year are issuing “standardized" 
plates. 
For the first time, 
all 
plates will be six inches high and 
a foot wide. 
And there seems to be a trend 
in the direction of more standard­ 
ization. For example, five states 
now are using 
reflective 
plates. 
These plates are hailed as a safety 
device and several other states 


probably will adopt them s o o n . 
The plates used in four of the 
states can be seen from 2,000 feet. 
AII but 21 
states now issue 
plates that identify by a special 
number or letter the counties in 
which the plates 
were bought. 
Law enforcement bodies say this 
aid* in catching criminals oper­ 
ating in automobiles by making 
plates numbers shorter and eas­ 
ier to read. 
There is also a trend away from 
the use of promotional legends on 
license plates. Law 
officers 
say 
that promotional legends 
on 
a 
stan d ard ized plate take up space 
that could be used for bigger — 
easier to read—numbers. Strange 
as it may seem, Texas is one of 


the states that does not use a pro­ 
motional legend on its plates. 
The trend in l i c e n s e plates 
seems to be away from highway 
heraldry and toward standardiza­ 
tion in the interests of safety.

In every home, the holidays are 
a combination of legend and Cus­ 
tom -depending on the old world 
origin of the family.

Incomes to American families 
reflected the marked expansion 
in economic activity that took 
place during 1955. Total national 
income of $288 billion when dis­ 
tributed among the nation’s 52 
million families averaged $5,520 
per family before personal taxes. 
Federal income taxes on 
1955 
personal incomes are estimated 
to have averaged about $540 per 
family so that average income af­ 
ter taxes was close to the $5,000 
mark.
